REPORT  NO   5— SUBSTITUTE  IN   PART   FOR  NO.  3.

Item  1st  (To  follow  1st  Item  in  Report  No.  3.)— There  shall 
be  a  Book  Agent  elected  by  the  General  Conference,  who  may  be 
a  minister  or  a  layman.  If  a  minister,  he  shall  be  at  the  time  of  his 
election  and  during  his  office  a  member  of  one  of  our  Annual  Con- 
ferences ;  and  if  a  layman  he  must  be  and  remain  a  member  of  our 
Church  during  the  term  of  office. 

Item  2nd— There  shall  be  an  editor  of  our  connexional  journal 
or  journals  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  General  Conference,  and 
shall  at  the  time  of  his  election  and  during  his  term  office  be  a  mem- 
ber of  one  of  our  annual  conferences. 

Item  3rd— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Editor  to  edit  all  tracts 
and  books  published  by  authority  of  the  Book  Committee  or  the 
General  Conference,  and  give  such  assistance  to  the  Book  Agent 
as  he  may  be  able  to  render,  and  in  the  interval  of  the  General 
Conferences  he  shall  be  amenable  to  the  Book  Committee  for  the 
proper  discharge  of  his  official  duties. 

Item  4th— That  Clause  4th,  page  169  be  amended  as  follows : 
After  the  word  "agent,"  in  the  3rd  paragraph,  last  line  on  the 
page,  insert  the  words  "  or  Editor  ; "  also,  after  the  word  "  agent," 
in  the  5th  line  from  the  top  on  page  170,  insert  "or  Editor;"  also 
after  the  word  "agency,"  in  the  same  paragraph,  insei-t  the  words 
"or  editorship." 

Item  5th— That  Clause  2nd,  Sec.  5th,  page  162  be  so  amend- 
ed m  to  make  the  ten  per  cent,  reserved  for  necessitous  cases  to  bo 
expended  annually.

Ques.  1st — WJiat  directions  shall  he  given  concerning  District 
Conferences  ? 

Ans.  1st.— There  shall  be  held  semi-annually  in  each  Bistiict 
a  District  Conference,  to  be  composed  of  all  the  Travelling  and  Lo- 
cal Preachers  and  two  delegates,  one  of  whom  shall  bo  a  Sabbath- 
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School  Superintendent,  if  possible,  from  each  circxiit,  mission,  or 
station  throughout  the  District.  Said  delegates  to  be  elected  at  the 
last  Quarterly  Meeting  Conference  of  each  ecclesiastical  year. 

Item  2nd,  Ans.  2nd.— The  Presiding  Elder  of  each  District 
shall  fix  the  time  and  place  of  the  first  District  Conference,  after 
which  he  shall  fix  the  time  and  the  Conference  the  place ;  and  ho 
shall  preside  over  its  deliberations,  ])rovided  in  the  case  of  his  ab- 
sence, then  the  Conference  shall  elect  a  Travelling  Elder  president 
pro  tern. 

Item  3rd,  Qiies.  'IncX.—  What  shell  be  the  duties  of  a  District 
Conference  ? 

Ans.  1st.— To  take  oversight  of  all  the  financial  and  spiritual 
aftairs  of  the  district,  in  accordance  with  the  discipline  of  the 
Church, 

Ans.  2nd. — To  take  cognizance  of  all  the  local  preachei-s  in 
the  District,  and  enquire  into  the  gifts,  graces  and  usefulness  of 
each  one  by  name. 

Ans.  3rd. — To  license  local  preachers  and  renew  said  licenses ; 
to  recommend  suitable  candidates  to  the  Aimual  Conference  for  or- 
ders, and  for  reception  on  trial  in  the  itinerancy,  provided  no  per- 
son shall  be  so  recommended  to  the  Annual  Conference  without 
receiving  a  recommendation  from  the  Quarterly  Conference  of  which 
he  is  a  member,  he  having  been  exaniiiied  by  the  presiding  officer 
of  said  Conference  in  doctrine  and  discipline, 

Ans,  4th, — To  examine  all  candidates  for  orders  or  admission 
on  trial  into  the  travelling  ministry, 

Ans.  5th.— To  give  special  attention  to  Sabbath  School  work, 
with  a  view  to  further  its  interests. 

Ans.  6th. — To  look  after  the  Missionary  and  Church  axtension 
work  on  the  district,  and  act  in  harmony  with  other  agencies  that 
may  be  employed. 

Ans.  7th. — To  provide  for  literary  and  other  exercises  dming 
its  own  session. 
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Ans.  8th.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  District  Conference  at 
Its  session  next  preceding  each  General  Conference  to  elect  delegates 
to  the  General  Confei-enco   in  a  manner  provided  by  discipline"! 

Ans.  9th.— To  hear  complaints  against,  try,  suspend,  or  expel, 
local  iireachers  in  accordanca  with  the  discipline  as  hereinafter  spec- 
ified. 

Item  4th,  Ques.  Zixl-What  farther  direction  shall  be  given 
concerning  local  preachers  ?

2nd.— Add,  "Nevertheless,  any  fidhire  to  elect  lay  dele- 
gates, or,  a  failure  on  the  part  of  such  delegates,  when  elected  to 
attend,  shall  not  prevent  the  General  Conference  from  proceedin'-  to

AxiH.-  The  Bishops  and  two  Elders  called  by  them  to  their  aid 
shall  prepare  a  set  of  questions  upon  the  course  of  study,  and  for- 
war<l  the  proper  number,  under  seal,  to  the  Presiding  Elders  before 
January  of  the  current  year. 

A  committee  of  two  travelling  Elders  shall  be  ap]iointed  by 
the  District  Conference,  who  shall  in  conjunction  with  the  Presid-

Tliere  shall  be  a  Missionaiy  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church  in  Canada,  composed  of  all  persons  who  shall  pay  one 
dollar  annually  to  its  funds. 

(2.)  The  Board  of  Management  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
who  shall  be  the  officiating  bishop,  three  Vice-Presidents,  Treasurer, 
Secretary,  and  three  laymen  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Gen- 
eral Conference,  and  one  Presiding  Elder  and  one  Minister  who 
shall  be  appointed  by  each  Annual  Conference  yeai'ly. 

(3.)  The  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  this  society  shall  be  to  raise 
funds,  search  out  and  explore  new  fields,  and  an-ange  for  their  cul- 
tivation ;  to  visit  the  missions  of  the  Church,  and  in  all  proper  ways 
to  promote  their  interests. 

(4.)  The  collection  of  funds  by  the  Secretary  shall  not  interfere 
with  the  Annual  Conferences  which  shall  continue  to  regulat  ethe 
Sabbath  Schools  and  Churches  and  their  officers  in  collectins 
monies,  and  in  no  case  shall  the  Secretary  be  regarded  as  a  substi- 
tute for  the  offi.cei-s  and  pastors  of  the  Church  in  this  work. 

(5.)  The  Board  shall  print  and  publish  the  General  Report  of 
the  Society  annually,  together  with  the  names  of  those  who  have 
paid  one  dollar  and  upwards. 

(6.)  Whenever  the  Board  shall  determine  to  establish  missions 
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beyond  the  bounds  of  an  annual  conference,  it  shall  pay  the  ex- 
penses  of  such  mission  or  missions,  provided  the  appropriations  al- 
ready  made  to  the  annual  conferences  be  not  interfered  with. 

(7.)  The  Secretary  shall  present  a  report  to  each  of  the  Annual 
Conferences  of  the  state  of  the  funds  and  the  amount  appropriated  to 
the  Conference  for  the  ensuing  year. 

(8.)  The  Board  shall  meet  annually  in  the  month  of  March,  or 
a  month  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  first  Annual  Conference  for 
the  year,  the  Board  deciding  its  own  place  of  meeting. 

(9.)  That  article  2nd,  page  166,  be  amended  by  adding  the 
following: 

But  shall  pay  all  its  funds  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Society,  ex- 
cept the  Niagara  Conference,  which  may  retain  eighteen  per  cent, 
of  its  actual  income  to  pay  its  existing  debentures,  and  as  soon  as 
they  shall  have  been  fully  paid,  that  Conference  shall  likewise  pay 
all  its  funds  to  the  Society.

abled him  to  discharge  to  universal  satisfaction  the  duties  of  iiis 
high  station.  We  pray  that  he  may  long  be  si)ared  to  the  Church 
of  God  and  to  the  world,  and  that  the  influence  of  his  life  through 
the  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  may  abide  a,  perpetual  ])enedic- 
tion  upon  the  Church  in  which  he  has  so  long  lived  and  faithfully 
labored.

BEPORT  ON  CHURCPI  EXTEN-glON. 


The  Committee  on  Church  Extension  lieg  leave  to  submit  the 
follovfing  Repoi-t : 

That  in  the  opinion  of  your  Committee  tlie  circumstances  of 
our  Church  and  the  necessities  of  our  work  call  loudly  for  some 
!3i)ccial  and  specific  measures  by  whicli  our  Church  may  be  extended, 
and  Aveak  and  struggling  societies  be  aided  in  the  erection  of 
,suit:vbla  houses  of  worship;  and  to  establish  our  cause  in  the  towns 
and  cities  througliout  this  Dominion.  Your  Committee  believe 
that  the  creation  of  a  CJiurch  ^^i tension  Society  will  meet  this  de- 
mand. 

They  therefore  recommend  this  General  Conference  to  proceed 
at  once  to  form  such  a  Society. 

The  Committee  respectfully  propose  tlie  following  Constitution 
for  the  government  of  such  an  Association  : 
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ARTICLE    I. 

This  Association  shall  be  called  the  "Church  Extension  Society 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in  Canada,"  and  organized  for 
the  purpose  of  assisting  the  several  Annual  Conferences  to  extend 
and  establish  our  cause  throughout  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  by 
aiding  wherever  most  needed  to  secure  suitable  sites  for  houses  of 
Avorship,  and  such  other  Churcli  property  as  may  promote  our  gen- 
orftl  design. 

ARTICLE   II. 

The  payment  of  one  dollar  shall  constitute  a  member  for  ono 
year,  and  the  i)aymcnt  of  ten  dollars  at  one;  time  shall  constitute 
a  member  for  life. 

Any  person  paying  one  hundred  dollars  at  one  time  into  the 
treasury  shall  be  an  honorary  manager,  and  sluill  be  entitled  to  a 
seat  and  the  right  of  speaking,  but  not  of  voting,  in  the  Bo:ird  of 
Managers.  All  monies  coming  into  the  treasury  of  this  Society 
shall  be  used  in  aid  of  Church  Extension,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board,  and  a  record  of  the  work,  accomplished  theroljy  shall  be  ke}>t 
by  the  Corresponding  Secretary. 

ARTICLE    III. 

The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  bo  a  President,  two  Vice- 
Presidents,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  a  Eecording 
Secretary. 

ARTICLE   IV. 

The  management  and  disposition  of  the  affairs  and  property  of 
this  Society  shall  be  vested  in  a  Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of 
five  laymen,  all  being  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
and  five  travelling  ministers,  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting — the  first  Board 
to  be  appointed  by  the  General  Conference. 

ARTICLE   v. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Gen- 
eral Conference.       He  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  So. 
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cicty,  uiuler  tlie  direction  of  tlie  Board.  Sliould  a  vacancy  occnr 
by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  the  Board  shall  have  power  to 
provide  for  tlie  office  ujitil  the  next  ensuing  Gonoral  Conf(;rence. 

ARTICLE  YI. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  shall  bo  held  in  the  niontli 
of  June  in  each  year,  in  the  to^vn  of  Belleville,  and  shall  have  au- 
thority to  appoint  all  the  officers  reqnircd  by  this  Constitution,  ex- 
cept as  required  in  article  5,  and  to  make  by-laws  for  regulating  its 
own  proceedings,  to  fill  vacancies  that  may  occur  in  its  own  body, 
and  lay  before  the  General  Conference  a  Eoport  of  its  transactions 
for  the  four  preceding  years,  and  the  state  of  its  funds. 

ARTICLE   VII. 

At  all  meetings  of  the  Society  and  of  the  Board,  the  President 
or,  in  his  absence,  the  Vice  President  first  on  the  list  then  present, 
and  in  the  absence  of  all  the  Vice  Presidents,  a  member  a])pointed 
by  the  meeting  for  that  purpose,  shall  preude. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

Ten  members  at  each  meeting  of  the  Society  and  five  at  each 
meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  constitute  a  quornm. 

ARTICLE    IX. 

In  order  to  be  entitled  to  any  of  the  funds  of  this  Society,  each 
Annual  Conference  shall  at  each  session  appoint  a  Board  composed 
of  equal  numbers  of  ministers  and  laymen,  consisting  of  President, 
Secretary  and   Treasurer,  and  not  less  than  three  additional  mem- 

bera,  so  located  that  a  quorum  may  be  convened  at  any  time. 

Said  Board  shall  have  authority  to  adopt  by-laws  not  inconsistent 
with  this  Constitution,  and  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Parent 
Board,  have  charge  of  all  the  interests  and  work  of  Church  exten- 
sion within  the  bounds  of  the  Conference.  It  shall,  in  connection 
Avith  the  Conference,  take  all  necessary  measures  to  procure  liberal 
annual  collections  from  each  congregation  in  the  Conference,  and 
special  donations  and  bequests  to  the  funds  of  the  Society.  It  shall 
carefully  examine  all  applications  for  aid  from  within  the  bounds 
of  the  Conference,  and  recommend  only  such  as  are  found  to  be 
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needy  and  meritorious.  It  shall  keep  a  faithful  record  of  all  its 
proceedings,  and  an  account  of  amounts  asked  and  received  each  year 
from  each  pastoral  charge;  and  the  Treasurer  of  said  Board  shall 
remit  all  funds  in  his  hands  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Parent  Society 
at  least  once  in  three  months.  An  Annual  Conference  failing  to 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  article  shall  forfeit  all  claims 
u])on  the  funds  oft!'"

Tlie  loeatio)],  size,  present  and  prospective  value  of  the 
site,  the  validity  of  tlie  title,  and  whether  held  in  trust  for  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

(3.)  A  description  of  the  building  to  which  the  aid,  if  granted, 
will  be  a]i})lied,  and,  if  required,  a  copy  of  the  plans  and  specifica- 
tions of  the  architect  shall  be  remitted,  and,  if  deemed  necessary  by 
the  Parent  or  Conference  Beard,  modified  as  may  be  suggested. 

(-1.)  Tm  estimate  and  probable  cost  when  completed,  the  avail 
iible  resources  and  amoimt  of  reliable  subscription,  with  the  amount 
of  debt,  if  any,  that  may  be  allowed  to  remain  against  the  property, 
and  how  soon  the  trustees  or  others  will  agree  to  remove  it. 

(.J.)  Is  the  property  insured  I  Will  it  be  ^  And  to  what 
amoiint  ? 

(G.)  Wiiether  the  Church  if  aided  will  become  self-sustaining, 
and  to  what  extent  it  may  be  expected  to  aid  in  the  general  work 
of  God. 

An<l  any  additioni'l  facts  and  circmnstanccs  thtit  may  assist  the 
Board  to  a  proper  decision  on  the  application. 

Every  such  apjilication  for  aid  shall  be  first  submitted  to  the 
Conference  Board,  and  said  Board  shall  certify  its  action  thereon  to 
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tlie  Piirent  Board,  and  aid  shall  be  granted  oidy  by  ooiicurreut  ac- 
tion of  the  Conference  and  Parent  Boards ;  provided,  however,  that 
in  any  case  in  which  such  Conference  Board  is  not  created  or  can- 
not act,  the  Bishop  having  charge,  or  a  committee  by  him  appointed, 
may  perform  the  duties  herein  imposed  upon  tlie  Conference  Board. 


ARTICLE   XI. 


This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended  but  by  the 
General  Conference,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Man- 
agers, or  by  the  Board  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  General 
Conference.

REPOKT  ON  LAW  QUESTIONS. 


The  Committee  on  Law  Questions  present  their  Koi)ort  : 

QuKS.  1st — Do  tho  taking  ofextra-judicial  oaths,  that  is,  oaths 
tuhninistered  by  i)ersons  not  magistrates  or  not  legally  empowered 
to  iulminister  such  oaths,  contravene  the  25th  Article  of  Religion  as 
found  on  the  13th  i^iigo  of  our  Book  of  Discipline ;  and  are  the  tak- 
ing of  such  oaths  contrary  to  the  teaching  of  the  Scriptui-es  ] 

Ans. — All  oaths  must  be  taken  and  administered  before  tho 
magistrate  or  pei-son  legally  empowered  to  administer  such  oaths. 
No  others  are  known  to  your  Committee,  or  contemplated  in  the 
Article. 

QuES.  2nd— When  a  member  leaves  the  M.  E.  Church  regu- 
larly by  letter,  wlio  is  a  trustee,  and  sees  fit,  after  a  time,  to  return 
to  the  Church  and  deposit  his  letter,  does  this  restore  him  to  the 
office  of  trusteeship,  or  will  he  have  to  be  ai)pointed  regularly  as  the 
Discipline  directs  ? 

Ans. — If  the  letter  imi)lics  a  withdrawal  from  the  Church,  we 
answer,  No,  If  his  absence  be  brief,  and  tlie  place  has  not  been 
filled,  and  the  letter  implies  removal  from  one  circuit  to  another 
only,  and  he  deposits  the  same  lettei-,  we  answer,  Yes ;  otherwise 
he  must  be  i-e-appointed. 
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QuES.  3rd— Is  it  competent  for  a  member  of  an  Annual  Con- 
ference t-  vote  b}  letter  or  telegraph  on  any  question  in  Conference 
when  he  has  not  been  present  at  the  seat  of  Conference,  or,  having 
been  present,  has  gone  from  the  seat  of  Conference  ? 

Ans.  3ra— We  find  no  law  in  the  Discipline  bearing  on  the 

question,  but  would  reccommend  that  an  item  for  insertion  therein 

be  presented  through  the  Committee  on  Revision  to  provide  that 

no  person  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  unless  present  at  the  scat  ot 

Conference. 

QuES.  4th— Does  the  first  item  in  the  duties  of  a  class-leader, 
page  15  of  the  Discipline,  require  no  more  of  a  leader  than  to  be  at 
the  place  and  at  the  time  where  and  when  his  class  meets,  whether 
each  member  thereof  be  present  or  not"? 

Ans.— Yes.  Should  any  member  of  his  class  not  be  present  at 
the  class-meeting,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  leader  to  see  him  by  visiting 
or  otherwise. 

QuES.  5th— Is  it  necessary  that  a  trustee  shall  live  within  the 
bounds  of  the  charge  where  the  Church  for  which  he  is  a  trustee  is 
located  ? 

Ans.— No.  See  answer  to  Ques.  4,  page  1 78,  of  the  Discipline. 
It  is  not  necessary.

Fathers  and  Brethren  ••—At  the  sobsiou  of  tho  General  Coiifci- 
eufc  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Churcli  iu  the  United  States, 
held  in  Brooklyn,  in  May,  1872,  we  received,  among  many  others, 
your  brotheily  Christian  salutations,  l^lie  various  members  of  the 
great  Methodist  family  have  long  been  in  the  habit  of  interchang- 
hig  with  each  other  these  periodical  greetings.
